WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


Renublican congressmen 
have 


questioned the propriety of a 19- 
day tour 10 congressional com-

— at taxpayers' expense. 


Some of the staffers4on -the 


Air Force-sponsored tour work 
for committees with little of any 
connection with military mat- 
ters. 


"This kind of operation seems 


to run counter to (Secretary of 
Defense 
Robert S.) McNam- 


ara's pledge to reduce spending 
in the Defense 
Department," 


said Rep. Frank T. Bow of Ohio, 


A high-ranking member of the 


House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, Bow said: "It will be inter- 
esting when the Defense De- 
partment's 
budget comes 
in 


next year to find the cost of and 
the reasons for a trip of this 
kind." 


Rep. William G. Bray of Indi- 


ana, 
a member of the House 


Armed 
Services 
Committee, 


said he favors foreign trips by 
congressmen 
and staff 
mem- 


bers when they serve a useful 
purpose. 


But of this trip, Bray said: "I 


can't see any justification for it 
and I think it's one of the ex- 
penses that could be cut down;" 


The Air Force furnished The 


Associated Press Tuesday with 
some facts about the tour and 
the names of those on it after 
Capitol Hill sources had made 
the trip known. 


Acknowledging that it is foot- 


ing the bill, the Air Force said it 
.has not calculated the cost. 


The congressional staffers — 


no Congress members are mak- 
ing the trip — stay in quarters 
at the bases where available 
and in hotels where not availa- 
ble, 
the Air Force said. They 


are being transported in a mili- 
tary version of the Constella- 
tion, a four-engine propeller- 
driven craft. 


"General orientation and fam- 


iliarization" with military activ- 
ities and facilities in the Far 
East is the purpose of the tour, 
the Air Force said. 


Committees 
represented 
in- 


clude the Senate subcommittee 
on Constitutional Rights, 
the 


House Post Office and 
Civil 


Service 
Committee, and 
the 


Senate subcommittee on Inves- 
tigations. 


Some of the subcommittees 


deal directly with military oper- 
ations and government procur- 
ment. 


The tour, from Nov. 5 to Nov. 


24, includes air bases in Cana- 
da, the Aleutians, Japan, Korea, 
Okinawa, Formosa, Hong Kong, 
Manila, Guam, Wake Island and 
Hawaii.

thievery is a growing problem 
today. 


Big industries steal their big 


and small secrets from each 
other. Spies in business may 
make more money than spies in 
government. 
But most 
office 


thieves merely are novelty lar- 
cenists — junk takers. 


My desk has been invaded by 


them too often, and I feel they 
are an ordeal and an unneces- 
sary nuisance. 


Most people keep immacu- 


lately clean desks. They live as 
if, when they quit their desks on 
any day, they had no reason to 
come back to them tomorrow. If 
they died overnight, the new- 
comer who took their place the 
next morning would face a mir- 
ror newness. 


I live another way. I believe a 


clean desk is the sign of a 
frightened mind. 


Most people lock their desks. 


I don't. I leave my desk un- 
locked and piled daily higher 
with a clutter of wistfulness, 
postponed decisions and unan- 
swered letters. 


This is why it puzzles me that 


I am more often a victim of of- 
fice thievery than those who 
keep neat, locked desks. 


Experience has convinced me 


that office thieves either use my 
desk for practice, or that, mis- 
taking availability for value, 
they take what is there and 


t hope it may be useful later. Cer- 
| taintly I don't cuddle the secret 
, of how to make cheaper steel or 
a protein-enriched cola drink. 


I hate to think that an interna- 


tional ring of office espionage 
artists is employing my desk for 
a training ground, but how else 
can I explain that— 


My letters from admiring old 


ladies 
have 
been 
ruthlessly 


opened, and peered into. 


So have been the follow-up 


letters from their husbands say- 
ing, 
"No matter what my wife 


wrote you, if you try to sell her 
anything, I'll tell you right now 
that I'll not be financially re- 
sponsible." 


So have been my invitations 


to cocktail parties to celebrate a 
new tractor, or to judge the vo- 
cal excellence of a troupe of 
visiting canaries. 


Careless as I am, I still resent 


the fact that any office thief 
should purloin from my desk 
such as the following: 


My 
unmailed 
encouraging 


note to Gen. Custer, before the 
Battle of the Little Big Horn in 
1876, 
"just keep on herding 


those 
Indians, 
George, 
and 


you'll be back in Washington as 
Army chief of staff." 


A wry postcard from William 


Jennings Bryan following his 
defeat for the presidency in 
' 1908, after earlier losing in 1896 
and 1900, "Well, you can't win 
them all, kid!"

Southwest Arkansas, which is 
the one Hope is bidding on. 


"The selection of these two 


will be made not before May 
15, by which time we will know 
what to expect from state in- 
come tax collections," Dr. Cole 
said. 


''Competition for these schools 


is intense," he continued. "For 
the four projected new schools 
we have 25 applications — and 
for your southwestern site we 
have eight applications alone," 
he added. Dr. Cole reminded his 
Hope audience that the visiting 
committee had no authority to 
make the site selections but was 
merely a tqam to actually view

U.S. Appeals to 
Rebels to Save 
Missionary 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) —Con- 


golese rebel leader Christophe 
Gbenyc announced today the ex- 
ecution of American mission- 
ary, Dr. Paul Carlson has been 
postponed until Monday, Stan- 
leyville Radio reported. 


A broadcast by the rebel ra- 


dio said Gbenye has sent a mes- 
sage to Prime Minister Jomo 
Kenya to this effect, but added 
that in the meantime it was up 
to Washington to find a suitable 
basis for negotiating over the 
prisoners 
held 
in 
the 
reb- 


el stronghold. 


It added that if no satisfac- 


tory basis is found Carlson will 
be executed as scheduled.

LEOPOIDVILLE, the Congo 


(AP) 
— The United States ap- 


pealed 
directly to Congolese 


rebel leaders today to. protect 
medical missionary Paul Carl- 
son and other Americans and to 
permit their safe evacuation. 


U.S. Ambassador G. McMur- 


trie Godley directed the appeal 
to rebel President Christophe 
Gbenye's headquarters in Stan- 
leyville, where about 60 Ameri- 
cans and nearly 800 Belgians 
are "prisoners of war." 


Godley presumably sent the 


appeal by radio or through an 
intermediary. The United States 
does not have direct contact 
with the rebel capital 775 miles 
northeast of Leopoldville, 


The United States said it holds 


the rebel authorities "directly 
and personally responsible for 
the safety of Dr. Carlson and of 
all American citizens in areas 
under your control." 


"As you know," the message 


continued, 
"this 
government 


along with other nations has 
fully supported the unsuccessful 
efforts of the International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross and the 
OAU (Organization of African 
Uni)y and a commission to get 
your agreement to an ICRC 
humanitarian mission in Stan- 
leyville and to arrangements to 
protect and evacuate innocent 
civilians. 


"We continue to stand ready 


to 
cooperate 
fully 
in 
such 


humanitarian efforts and to dis- 
cuss 
arrangements 
through 


these organizations. We are so 
advising the chairman of the 
OAU ad hoc commission (Prime 
Minister 
Jomo 
Kenyatta 
of 


Kenya) and urge you to commu- 
nicate with him in this matter." 


A broadcast from Stanleyville 


Tuesday gave the first indica- 
tion that Carlson was still alive.

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Labor Fight 
Sizzling in 
Congress 


By NEIL GILBRIDE 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


explosive labor battle with a 
snort fuse is sizzling in the 
wings of the new Congress. 


The fight is expected to flare 


up soon after Congress meets in 
January. It could be the hottest 
labor battle since the 1959 Con- 
gress cracked down on union 
racketeering with the Landrum- 
Griffin Act. 


The issue is simple. Organized 


labor wants to repeal one short 
paragraph in federal labor law 
that directly affects every union 
m America and about one-third 
of the nation's approximately 70 
million workers. 


The .paragraph — Section 14B 


of the 1947 Taft-Hartley Act - 
permits states' to outlaw union 
shop 
labor 
contracts 
under 


which every worker must join 
the union. Twenty states have 
outlawed them. They are legal 
in the 30 other states. 


Jubilant labor leaders have 


been waiting 18 years for the 
fight time to light the fuse in 
Congress to wipe out (he 20 
state 
"right-to-work" 
laws. 


They're in no mood to wait. 
They think the hefty new Demo- 
cratic majority makes repeal of 
14B a cinch. 


George Meany, president of 


the 13 - million - member AFL- 
CIO, has tagged it labor's No. 1 
goal in Congress in 1965. Even 
unions that don't get along with 
the big federation agree. 


Labor spokesmen predict a 


fast, short, hot fight in which 


we expect to be victorious." 


Opponents are led by the Na- 
tional 
Right-to-Work 
Commit- 


tee. Even before union leaders 
made their move, the commit- 
tee said: "The hierarchy of or- 
ganized labor is trying to take a 
giant step toward their admitted 
goal of forcing every employed 
person in the nation to pay a 
union boss for th ^privilege of 
working." 


The committee is also talking 


about court action if labor wins.

Gilchrist Is 
Fired by the 
Leading Bills

BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP) - Con- 


troversial Cookie Gilchrist, the 
American 
Football 
League's 


leading rusher and 1962 Player 
of the Year, appeared headed 
for cither the Oakland Raiders 
or the New York Jets today aft- 
er beinq discarded by the Buf- 
falo Bills. 


The Bills, pace-setters in the 


Eastern Division and hoping to 
win their first AFL title, fired 
the $30,000 a year, 250-pound 
fullback by placing him on the 
waiver block for $100. They said 
they 
wouldn't 
withdraw 
the 


waivers either. 


Thus Gilchrist was available 


for the $100 to the AFL club 
with the poorest record. The 
Boston Patriots and the Jets put 
in a claim. Houston, Denver and 
Kansas City, which had prior 
rights because of worse records 
this season, said they weren't 
interested in the 29-year-old full- 
back. 


The Oakland Raiders, who 


discussed the situation Tuesday 
night, said they would wait until 
Wednesday to sec what the oth- 
er clubs did. The Raiders, with 
a 2-7-1 record, could grab him 
unless Houston (2-8-0) and Den- 
ver (2-8-0) changed signals, 
the Raiders also pass, Cookie 
will go to the Jets. 


Gilchrist, when he got the 


word of his axing, said he would 
like to play with either the Jets 
or Raiders. 


"His only concern is himself 


and how much yardage he can 
gain," said Buffalo Coach Lou 
Saban. 


"Certain incidents have taken 


place over the last six weeks 
which were uncalled for, in my 
opinion," added Saban. "I felt 
we had to go without him. The 
club is more important than the 
individual's gain." 


Gilchrist said the move was 


"inevitable." 


"This is my third year and 


about the 
fifth 
time they've 


tried to trade me. It's apparent 
they didn't want me around," 
said Gilchrist. 


Gilchrist, lop rusher in the 


league with 751 yards in 162 car- 
ries, gained only 31 yards Sun- 
day when the Bills (9-1) lost 
their first game of the season, 
36-28, to the second place Pa- 
triots (7-2-1).

NEW YORK (AP)-Arkansas' 


Ken Hatfield holds a big edge 
in punt returns in National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association sta- 
tistics released today. 


The Razorback ace has re- 


turned 28 punts for 499 yards, 
an average of 17.8. His big ones 
this season were 81 yards for a 
touchdown against Texas and 
78 yards for a score against 
Southern Methodist University. 


Hatfield's nearest challenger 


is 157 yards back. Hatfield led 
the nation in punt returns last 
year. 


Tom McKnclly, A r k a n s a s 


placement specialist, is tied for 
third in the n a t i o n among 
NCAA schools for scoring by 
kicking only. He has 25 points 
on extra points and 15 from 
field goals. 


The Razorbacks moved up to 


sixth in the nation in total de- 
fense, giving up 1,626 yards in 
nine games for an average of 
180.7 yards per game. 


Arkansas has allowed only 


6.3 points per game (57 points 
in nine games) for sixth place 
in that category. 


The Razorbacks are 9-0 and 


ranked third in the nation. 


Texas Tech is Arkansas' next 


foe and the Red Raiders' Don- 
ny Anderson is second in the 
nation 
in 
individual rushing 


with 877 yards on 190 carries in 
nine games. 


Tech has the best offense in 


the Southwest Conference and 
Arkansas has the best defense. 


The Razorbacks' Cotton Bowl 


opponent, Nebraska, is first in 
the nation in total defense and 
sixth in total offense. 


The Cornhuskers have yielded 


1,372 
yards in nine games, an 


average of 152.4 yards. They 
have gained 3,249 yards, an av- 
erage of 361. Nebraska is third 
in rushing with 2,179 yards, 
242.1 per game, and fourth in 
scoring with 242 points, or 26.9 
per game. 


Nebraska is sixth in defend- 


ing against the forward pass, al- 
lowing 58 completions on 129 at- 
tempts for 635 yards, or 70.6 
per game, but only one touch- 
down.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE

Section 1. A drive-in restaur- 


ant, within the meaning of this 
ordinance, shall be deemed to 
be any restaurant where meals, 
sandwiehs, ice cream, or other 
food, is served directly to or is 
permitted to be consumed by 
patrons in automobiles, motor- 
cycles or other vehicles parked 
on the premises. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful 


for any person while on or ad- 
jacent to the premises of a 
drive-in restaurant to race the 
motor of any car, to suddenly 
start or stop any car, ot to 
make or cause, to be made, any 
other loud or unlawful for any 
shall also be unlawful for any 
other person parked on the pre- 
mises of such 
restaurant, 
to 


blow, or cause to be blown any 
automobile horn or motorcycle 
horn at any time while so park- 
ed. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful 


for any patron or other person 
on the premises of a drive-in 
restaurant, whether in or out 
of an automobile, to drink any 
beer, to drink any intoxicating 
liquor, or to have in his posses- 
sion any open bottle, can or oth- 
er recepticle containing alcohol- 
ic liquor. It shall be unlawful 
for a group of three or more 
persons to congregate and ling- 
er at any location on the prem- 
ises of a drive-in restaurant oth- 
er than in the restaurant build- 
ing, or in a legally parked mo- 
tor vehicle. Persons so congre- 
gating and lingering shall be 
deemed guilty of loitering. No 
Person shall drive a motor ve-' 
hide onto the premises 
of a!

less there is no unoccupied park-

on any drive-in restaurant park- 
ing lot and to leave the premi- 
ises thereof except 
with the 


knowledge and consent of

operator of the restaurant. 


Section 5. Any person'found 


guilty of violating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and shall be fined not 
more than $100.00 or imprison- 
ed for not more than thirty (30) 
days, or be given both such fine 
and imprisonment at the dis-i 
creation of the Court.
